CHIEF OF STAFF, GEN TIN OO, RECENTLY INFORMED DATT THAT HE WANTED 
TO START SENDING OFFICERS TO NATIONAL LEVEL DEFENSE SERVICE SCHOOLS 
IN VARIOUS (UNNAMED) COUNTRIES. HE STATED BURMA’S SENIOR OFFICERS

EXXON SPUDDED ITS FIRST WELL 1 10 MILES WEST OF TAVOY THE THIRD 
WEEK OF MARCH USING SELF-PROPELLED FLOATING RIG "DISCOVERER III”
